GROWTH OF BUREAUCRACY 

The Opposition party did not believe that 
an economic revetuies should occur with 
every change of Government. It was not 
their intention to deprive the industries that 
have been established in recent years of the 
protection necessary to enable them to sur- 
vive and flourish. By ending the economic 
war it was the intention of the United Ire- 
land Party to improve the prospects of such 
industries, and to create an atmosphere in 
which they had prospects of expansion and 
permanency. 

Talking about the growth of bureaucracy, 
Senator Blythe said that since 1951-52 the 
staff of the Revenue Commissioners had risen 
from 1,987 to 2,497, an increase of 510, cost- 
ing an extra £100,718 "á annum; the staff 
of the Department of riculture had risen 
by 434, costing an additional £117,918; the 
staff of the Land Commission had risen by 
225, costing £49,512 extra; that of the De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce had 
risen by 235, costing £65,657; while the 
number of officials administering unemploy- 
ment assurance had “iporensed by 895 at an 
extra: cost of £177,109. 

Dealing with Government finances, Mr.

A rather guiet feeling was reported in the 
provision market after the holidays, with 
quotations for some ccmmodities rather on 
the easy side, but a return to norma! trading 
condition is expected next week. A falling 
off was recorded in the quantity of butter 
and bacon shipped from Wenmark and 
Sweden to northern ports last’ week-end, but 
eggs again showed an increase. The Danish 
oficial quotation íor butter has this week 
been wired 10 kroner lower, and “top” now 
stands at 170 kroner per 100 kilos; at the 
corresponding period uf last year the figure 
was 160 knoner, and in 1934 120 kroner. 
The lower prices ruling for continental makes 
have ainnelated demand to a certain extent. 
Colonials show a decline in sympathy, but 
close steady. Recem arrivals from Australia 
and New Zealand have been on a heavier 
scale, but gradings in both these countries 
are declining, especially in Australia, where 
weather conditions are still unfavourable. 
Future shipments will be on a smaller scale 
in consequence. There were few features of 
interest to note :n the bacon market, which 
closes steady. Polish shows a reduction of 
2s. per cwt., but no offical change was re- 
corded in Irish, English or other continental 
eures. It is anticipated that the present 
spell of cold weather will curtail production 
of eggs, and all descriptions are steadily held. 


BRITAIN’S FOOD IMPORTS. 

It may be of interest to note that two years 
ago the Agricultural Economics Research 
Institute, Oxford, published a booklet, “ The 
Planning ot Britain’s Food Imports,"’ which 
showed the general changes in imports of 
agricultural produce since 1925. It analysed 
in particular the effect of the tariffs and 
quotas imposed in 1952 and subsequent years, 
not only the total volume of imports, but 
also on the proportions which came from 
the Empire as opposed to foreign countries. 
The Institute has now issued its second . 
‘“‘aneual supplement’? to this publication, 
dealing with the imports of various agricul- 
tural commodities in 1935. The Institute's 
index number of the volume of food imports 
which compete directly with British farm 
products was 103 in 1955. compared with 104 
in 1934 and 117 in 193], the year before 
restrictions started. The imports are now 
only ó per cent. higher than in 1927-26, when 
farm prices in this country were 18 per cent. 
higher than they are now. Only dairy pro- 
duct imports remain above the 1927-9 level. 
While there has been a total reduction of 11 
per cent., supplies from the Empire have in- 
creased by 17 per cent. since 1951, and foreign 
imports have dropped by nearly 30 per cent. 
As a result of these changes. not only have 
total food imports declined by 11 p.c., but 
the share of the market for imperted food 
products which is filled by the Empire has 
risen from 38 per cent. in 1931 to 51 per 
cent. in 1935.

So 
that, north of the city or south, and even 
in the city itself, we may see them at 
any moment now. 


Another Pike Storu 


A correspondent writes:—Your account 
of the 84lb. pike recently reported captured 
in an Irish Jake puts me in mind of a 
very pleasant little tale told by Sir Herbert 
Maxwell in his “British Fresh Water 
Fishes.”’ Pike, as the author writes, “lend 
themselves readily to the fisherman’s pro- 
verbial appetite for the marvellous. I once 
asked an old gillie of mine, usually very 
laconic, whether there were pike in a 
certain loch. 

‘* Pike!’ he exclaimed, with a ring of 
sarcasm in his voice. I had touched the 
spring of his loquacity, for he proceeded : 
“Ae day 1 was gangin’ along the side o’ 
von loch, an’ I see’d a thing in the watter. 
I thocht it was a tree. An’ then I saw twa 
een in it.” 

“And what was it, Sandy ?’’ said I. “' It 
was a pike,’’ quoth he. 

“And what did vou do, Sandy?” “I 
gaed back from the loch for fear of him.” 

An 84-pounder pike seems rather large 
for these waters, and, unless I greatly err, 
the. largest pike reported in European 
waters was one that was nearly caught 
very many years ago in Swedish waters. 
This monster was four feet long, and was 
dragged to the gunwale of the boat five 
times before it finally broke loose. Yarrell 
reports a pike from Loch Lomond which 
weighed . 79lb.,, and Thompson, in his 
e Natural History of Ireland,” speaks of 
one taken in Co. Clare that weighed 78Ib. ; 
but authorities such as Seeley and Buck- 
land, both of whom had unique oppor- 
tunities of knowing, rather throw cold 
water upon such giants. A pike of 40Jb. 
is~gigantic, and one of 80lb. would seem 
to rival the Loch Ness monster in more 
ways than one. 


With One Shot 


The receat account in the Jrish Times 
of how two buffaloes were ‘‘ bagged’’ in 
Southern Rhodes by a single shot reminds 
me that this intrepid hunter and traveller, 
Sir Samuel Baker, was on two occasions 
equally successful when hunting in Ceylon. 
In the first instance, two bull 
buffaloes engaged in a ferocious conflict, 
he managed to approach them. When 
perceiving him they tried to retreat, but 
were unable to do so, as their horns had 
become interlocked. Saker fired at the 
nearer bull, which thereupon dropped 
dead, disengaging its horns as it did so, 
and thus releasing its antagonist. The 
Jatter galloped off, but presently began to 
stagger, and then rolled over dead. The 
ó-os. bullet, driven by 16 drams of powder, 
had .crashed through the shoulders of the 
first bull, and then, entering the shoulder 
of the second animal, passed through the 
body till it was stopped by the tough hide 
on the opposite side. Both animals were 
thus killed outright by a single shot. On 
another occasion, a herd of buffaloes 
was galloping past him at full speed, the 
same sportsman fired at the shoulders of 
a large bull, and “dropped ” it on the 
spot. The herd continued at a gallop, but 
presently a cow was seen to lag behind. 
She reeled to the right and left, and then 
fell dead, the bullet having completely 
passed through her after having perforated 
the bull. 


A Great &xplorer 


Again it was the deadly 3-oz. bullet 
fired from a heavy rifle that brought both 
animals down, ‘Baker. who believed that 
this was the most effective weapon in 
* stopping’”’ large game. such as buffaloes 
and elephants, had a most adventurous 
career as a hunter of wild beasts and as 
an explorer. After spending nine years in 
Ceylon, where he established a flourishing 
English colony, he returned to England 
owing to ill-health, and was afterwards 
engaged in railway construction in 
Eastern Europe. But his love of ad- 
venture impelled him to Central Africa, 
where he combined the hunting of big 
game with the task of exploring the source 
and tributaries of the Nile. In the latter 
work he was insnired by the example of

Henry John Litton Cary was born all: 
Trim, in County Meath, in 1859. His. 


father was-a well-known figure in Ireland, 
being County Inspector of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary of the County of Dublin. 
Mr, Cary was one of three brothers, the 
eldest of whom became Librarian of the 
War Office, and the youngest, like his 
father, a County Inspector in the Royal 
Irish Constabulary. In this force Mr. 
Cary saw service in Ireland, notably in 
Kildare, Waterford and in Howth, and 
he became a well-known figure in his own 
country. Some ten years ago he and Mrs. 
Cary came to live in Harrogate with their 
only son, Dr. Falkland Cary, and there 
Mr. Cary’s many interests found outlet in 
the work of various Harrogate societies. 
He was, for example, a prominent ‘member 
of the Harrogate Photographic Society, 
and his work as a shotennnaian drew him 
honour both in the old days in Ireland 
and more lately in this country. He was 
an enthusiastic amateur actor, and 
appeared on many occasions with the 
Harrogate Elizabethans. AU his life he 
was intimately associated with the Church, 
having been largely responsible for the

with the restoration of Kildare Cathedral, 
with the Church Representative Body in 
Ireland, and in this country with St. 
Peter’s Church, whose electoral roll he 
kept, anid by his efforts ihcreaded it to 
present high figure.

Central H ealing 


I suppose in the course of time heating 
by means of the ordinary open coal fire 
will eventually be replaced everywhere by 
the central radiator system. Like a good 
many others, I confess to a prejudice in 
favour of the open fire, It is more pleasing 
to the eye; produces good’ ventilation; mid, 
consequently, coo] and pure air to breathe. 
I have noticed that peeple who are obliged 
to work in centrally heated rooms fre- 
quently complain of headaches. When the 
air is dried too much as a result of this 
kind of heating the skin is also liable to 
become brittle, and women, in particular, 
find this state of affairs unfavourable to 
their hair and complexions. It is, of 
course, possible to keep the air in a 
centrally heated room comparatively moist 
by . placing trays of water near the 
radiators ; but a better method is to change 
the air in the room frequently by a process 
known as “ conditioning.’”’ This consists 
in removing the dry air and introducing 
air that is cool and moist. No perfect 
system of central heating has yet been 
devised, and it is not uncommon to find 
the atmosphere in large hotels and other 
buildings which have adopted the radiator 
system almost intolerable. Nevertheless. 
the one great advantage of the central 
method is that it helps to reduce the 
smoke nuisance, for whieh the open grate 
is largely responsible. It is said that the 
great pall of smoke which constantly hangs 
over large cities has its origin mainly in 
the grates of private houses, which con- 
tribute to a far greater degree than the 


comparatively small number of factory 
chimneys.

Mr. Leo Whelan, R.H.A., who has long 
enjoyed pre-eminence as a portrait painter, 
has this year broken with convention in his 
dramatic presentation of the living portrait, 
No. 81, * Dermod O’Brien, P.R.H.A.”" Pos- 
sibly the tact that his subject was a brother 
artist inspired the painter to freely and 
poetically aim at the making of a picture 
as the essential virtue of his excellent por- 
trait, It was well Mr. Whelan took this 
larger stride, or honours would unquestion- 
ably have gone to Mr. G. E. Brockhurst 
for his beautiful picture, No. 27, “Mrs, 
Frank MacDermot.” The sweet clarity and 
the delicious refinement in the statement of 
every line and tone are an abiding pleasure 
to the eye. Only if hypercritical would one 
see somewhat Florentine extravagance in a 
certain length of line that is compensated by 
grace of contovr.

The Last Chance 


There is something very poignant in the 
thought of the Abyssinian Emperor, wait- 
ing daily for the help that Europe never 
sends. It seems only too true that the 
fall of Addis Ababa is within sight. The 
first few months of the Italian campaign 
showed so little progress that nobody ex- 
pected the war to be over before the rains 
should begin ; but the combined offensives 


now seem to be on the point of success. 
We cannot give much credit for fine 
generalship to men who can throw all the 
weight of a huge, modern army, equipped 
not only with aeroplanes, motor traction 
and heavy artillery, but also with bombs, 
flame-throwers and poison gas, against a 
rabble of almost naked savages. Never- 
theless. it is no mean feat to have over- 
come the difficulties of the Abyssinian 
terrain, even if there had been no opposi- 
tion from the people ; and, to that extent, 
the two commanders deserve cynical .con- 
gratulations. Unless the present news 
from Africa is scandalously exaggerated, 
the Italian forces are now within a 
hundred miles of Addis Ababa: one re- 
port, indeed, claims that they have reached 
Ancober, 


capital, and, if so, they have accomplished 


only eighty miles from the 


the most difficult part of their journey. 
has begun a powerful thrust. An un- 
confirmed message states that, having dis- 
posed of the south proper, he has now 
captured Jijiga, near Harar, on his north- 
westerly march. Such, if true, are the 
successes which can be obtained by gas- 
bombs. 
Emperor is making preparations for the 
defence of the capital itself. Every able- 
bodied man in the whole of Abyssinia has 
been conscripted to check the Italian 
advance; and the bulletins from Addis 
Ababa make no secret of a general belief 
that the end is in sight.

An article in the Popolo d'Italia, which 
is supposed to have been written by Signor 
Mussolini himself, shows how Italy’s 
ambition has been stimulated by the 
vacillations of the Powers at Geneva. 
Originally his Abyssinian campaign was 
merely ‘‘punitive’’; its purpose was 
simply to avenge certain alleged 
‘* incidents”’ on the frontier of Ethiopia 
-and Italian Somaliland. Little by little 
it obtained, in Italian eyes, the aspect of 
a crusade; its new purpose was to wipe 
out the stain of Adowa. Doubtless, the 
complete conquest of Abyssinia always 
loomed large in Signor: Mussolini’s mind, 
but never until quite recently—when it 
became perfectly clear that the League 
would not intervene—did he dare to 
announce it as his express object. The 
article from the Popolo d'Italia leaves no 
further room for doubt. “ For military 
and humane reasons,” it says, “ the 
victorious advance will continue to the 
finish.”” The article contains a great deal 
of hypocritical nonsense cpncerning Italy’s 
share of the “ white man’s burden,’’ and 
her reluctance ever again to hand over 
the depressed people of Ethiopia to the 
Emperor's tender mercies; but this is the 
usual imperialist jargon. The clear fact 
is that Signor Mussolini intends Abyssinia 
to become an Italian colony, He will 
not, indeed, find the task easy. Even if 
Addis Ababa falls, the Emperor will be 
able to inflict heavy damage, from his 
fastnesses in the mountains, upon the 
invaders, whose task of subjugation, in 
any event, must be brought by the rains 
to a four months’ stoppage; and the 
garrisoning of, the country against 
thousands of unsubdued tribesmen will 
demand a heavy wastage of Italian men 
and money. Yet Ethiopia will be Italian, 
and Signor Mussolini will be confirmed 
in his hold upon his people. He will be 
the avenger of Adowa, the pioneer of 
Italian imperialism, the new Julius

Self Help 


The Muinntir na Tire organisation goes 
on the admirable theory that Heaven 
is more likely to help the Irish farmer if 
he makes some effort to help himself. At 
its meeting at Ballinasloe yesterday, 
where it was decided to inaugurate a social 
and economic side to the movement. 
several members stressed this point of 
view, and the. general attitude was 
summed up by one speaker, who said that 
the farmers should not always be looking 
to the State to solve their professional 
problems for them. It is true, of course. 
that self-help cannot be carried very far 
at the moment; for many of the farmers’ 
troubles are not due to themselves at all. 
They have been provided by the general 
economic system in this country, and only 
the State can solve them. The Rev. E. J. 
indeed, held that the world 
depression and the “‘ individualistic social 
system ” must share the blame with the 
‘ economic war ” for the present plight of 
Irish farming. It may be true that a 
settlement with Great Britain would not 
solve all the difficulties, but, until that 
settlement is made, the unaided efforts of 
a private body cannot do much to restore 
Irish farming to normal.

As Father Coyne says, the Free 
State Government has no reason to feel 
proud of its extended social services, 
which are great only because the chances 
of ordinary work have become small, and 
are little more than a confession of 
administrative failure. A State’s first duty 
is to provide conditions in which men and 
women can earn their own living, and the 
need to keep them in food and clothing at 
the public cost only arises on a large scale 
when the machinery of government has 
broken down in some manner. Yet, 
although the future of Irish farming rests 
so largely in the Government’s hands, 
there is a good deal that farmers them- 
selves can do to better themselves. Dr. 
Dignan, the Bishop of Clonfert, pointed 
out yesterday that there is as much need 
for organisation in farming as in any 
other walk of life, and one of his sugges- 
tions shows how much might be done if 
the farming community combined to take 
a wider view of the social questions that 
affect it. There should be an effort, he 
‘‘ make country life worth living,” 
indeed, there are several less im- 
portant problems facing the farmer. Even 
in normal times of prosperity, he has to 
count on the tendency which, within the 
last few generations, has converted Eng- 
land into a nation of large towns. Some 
means must be found to keep Irish men 
and women “ on the land,’’ but experi- 
ence in other countries has shown that 
steady employment and reasonably good 
pay are not always enough. So long as 
country life remains dull and monotonous, 
there always will be a drain to the towns 
or to other lands. 
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Polyglot Broadcasts 


A Singapore newspaper demands propa- 
ganda broadcasts from the B.B.C. Empire 
station at Daventry. The originators of 
the suggestion do not think it fair that 
other countries should be allowed to 
broadcast “' coloured ’’ news and views to 
the Empire, while the Empire cannot 
reply. In all Europe Daventry is the 
only powerful short-wave station that 
broadcasts in one language alone, Paris 
uses English as well as French, and, 
occasionally, for the benefit of people in 
her nearer colonies, Arabic. Berlin uses 
Dutch and English, as well as German; 
Holland uses English regularly, as well 
as German and French; Rome uses 
English, as well as Italian, daily, and 
gives weekly talks and news bulletins in

and other misfortunes on the human race. 
There have been other signs that astrology 
is about to come into its own again, but 
the fact that it has begun to be practised 
by university professors gives it almost an 
official standing. Who can be sure, indeed, 
that the world of 3000 A.D. will be in- 
habited by the coldly reasonable men and 
women imagined by Mr. H. G. Wells? 
Long before that time a far more com- 
prehensive return to medieval thought 
may have taken place. Our descendants, 
perhaps, will live in a time when Govern- 
ment subsidies will be given to finance t"a 
search for the Philosopher's Stone, and 
when Civic Guards will hunt Connaught 
for witches rather than poteen.

GERMANY TO HONOUR

MANY CASUALTIES 


First official accounts of five days’ 
fighting on the southern front were pub- 
lished in the form of telegrams from 
Marshal Badoglio to-day. In the fighting 
it is declared the Italians suffered several 
hundred casualties and the Abyssinian 
losses totalled several thousand dead, 
including some important chiefs. 

The telegrams confirm unofficial] reports 
that General Graziani, having obtained 
the lorries and munitions he needed, has 
begun his big advance towards Harar and 
the railway line. 

At dawn on April 14th. says a 
communiqué. the Libyan division, under 
the command of Nasi, attacked Abyssinian 
forces concentrated near the River Giana- 
Gobo. The enemy took advantage of the 
roughness of the ground, whigh was filled 
with caves and irregularities, and put up 
a tenacious resistance on the 15th and 
16th and the morning of the 17th. 

The Italian, Libyan and Somali troops 
worked with perfect co-ordination of 
effort, and, consistently supported by air- 
craft, courageously endured the two and 
a-half days of fierce fighting and inflicted 
a complete defeat on the enemy, following 
a turning movement on the flank which 
was a perfect success.

SEVERAL persons are reported to have 
been killed in a clash between Arabs 
and Jews in Jaffa this morning. Police, 
rushed to the spot to restore order, were 
obliged to charge the crowd with batons. 
Some shots were fired. 

The occasion of the incident was the 
funeral of two Arabs who were murdered 
on Thursday night. The Arabs allege that 
Jews were responsible for the death of 
the two men, although evidence, it is 
stated, leads the police to believe that the 
men died as a result of an Arab feud. 

A Jew was murdered on Wednesday 
night by Arab highwaymen, and leading 
Arabs allege that the murder of two of 
their number was the Jews’ revenge. 

Apart from small incidents, such as the 
stoning of Jewish cars, the city is now 
stated to be quiet. A state of tension 
prevails, however, ‘all shops are closed, 
and steel-helmeted police, armed with 
rifles, are patrolling the streets. 

It is difficult to obtain authentic infor- 
mation owing to the widespread area over 
which the trouble has spread. Jewish 
sources report four killed and over a score 
injured, while there are rumours that 


the Arabs. 
BUSINESS MEN ANXIOUS 


Jewish business men in Jaffa are 
endeavouring to escape in the direction of 
Telaviv. 

Telephone communication with the centre 
of the trouble is impossible at the moment, 
as the lines are in the hands of the 
Government. All transport towards Jaffa 
rand Haifa has ceased. Government reports 
state that the situation is well in hand. 

The police report that the Arab 
casualties in Jaffa to-day were one killed, 
one seriously injured, and fourteen slightly 
injured; but the Arabs themselves claim 
that the casualty list is much larger. 

There was a demonstration by Arabs in 
Nablus at nine o'clock this evening, 
despite police reports to the contrary, and 
there are reports confirming repercussions 
elsewhere. 

The Jewish Telegraph Agency gives the 
names of two of the Jewish killed, and 
speak of large groups of Arabs and Jews 
camped on either side of the Jafia-Telaviv 
boundary, with police moving between them 
in an attempt to prevent clashes. They 
state that two Arabs were killed by a

MOOSE RIVER (NOVA SCOTIA),

“AIS morning the wives oí two of the 
three men who have been entombed 
since last Monday in the Moose River 
Gold Mine spoke to their husbands. The 
three men—Dr. FE. E. Robertson, a well- 
known Toronto surgeon, and owner of a 
part interest in the mine; Mr. R. E. 
Magill, a Toronto lawyer, and Mr. Alfred 
Scadding, a mine official—had been found 
to be alive several hours earlier. 

Mrs. Robertson and Mrs. Mazgill were 
able to speak to their husbands through 
a five-inch diamond drill tube. 

Ever since tons of rock and débris en- 
tombed the men at the 150 foot level last 
Monday morning, frantic efforts have been 
made to rescue them. Miners have 
worked day and night blasting away rock, 
while experts, rushed by air from Toronto. 
bored towards the men with a diamond 


drill. 


SIGNS OF LIFE 


Hope of finding them alive had been 
virtually abandoned when just after mid- 
night last night, distinct rappings electri- 
fied listening rescue workers at the 141 
foot level. 

The sounds galvanised the minchead to 
feverish activity. Lights flared. Dog- 
tired men leaped from their beds. The 
overwrought wives of two of the men 
dressed hurriedly and rushed to the mine- 
head. 

On the telephoned orders of a doctor a 
small bottle of cocoa and an ounee of 
brandy were lowered through a pipeline 
fitted to the diamond drill she‘t. Then, 
in the eerie light before dawn, the hollow 
echoes of voices from the depths suddenly 
rose to the surface. 

With her mouth pressed to the tube, 
Mrs: Robertson, choking with emotion, 
cried: “ Hello, hello. Oh! my dear.” 


WATER RISING 


Tension among the rescue workers is still 
acute, since the men are in deadly peril of 
drowning unless they are quickly extri- 
cated. The entombed men are being fed 
every two hours with a special prepara- 
tion, including glucose and malted milk. 
Mr. Magill, ill from exposure and 
hunger, is too weak to move. 

Rescue workers are now engaged in a 
life and death race with the water which 
is rapidly rising in the mine. Ixperts 
believe that water rising in the shaft 
will engulf the men in thirty-six hours. 
When questioned through the tube, Dr. 
Robertson said that the water was within 
26 feet of them. ' 

The men appear to be on the 150 foot 
level, with tumbled rocks all round them. 
The rescue workers hope to reach them in 
twelve hours. 


DIFFICULTIES 


Rescuers received a severe set-back

HITLER THE MAN 
TO LIFT IT 


MR. BALDWIN AND 
ANOTHER WAR 


COMMENT ABROAD ON 
HIS SPEECH 


—-- @---— 


Minister, speaking at Worcester on 
Saturday, expressed the belief that in one 
man x! the power to lighten the dark 
urope. 

“ Hitler, the Dictator in Germany, has 
it in his power to-day, from his position, 
to do more at this moment to lift the black 
shadow of fear from Europe than any other 
man living in Europe,” he said. 

“I say he has it in his power. God 
grant he may have the will. If he had the 
will nothing that this country can do will 
be left undone.’’ 

The omens were not unfavourable, as 
they had before them, simultaneously -for 
the first time, proposals from both France 
and Germany. 


RAGING PEOPLES 


Mr. Baldwin spoke with grim emphasis 
of the results of another war. It would 
mean, he said, the end of civilisation, 
especially if the nations went back on 
their word and their signature and used 
poison gases. 

“I believe that if such a thing were 
done when that war came to an end the 
raging peoples of every country, torn 
with passion, suffering and horror, would 
wipe out every Government in Europe, 
and you would have a state of anarchy 
from end to end of it as man’s protest 
against wickedness in high places,’’ he 
said, 


BRITISH POLICY 


Speaking of collective action, Mr. 
Baldwin said that Mr. Eden, the Foreign 
Secretary, was “ being attacked in the 
Italian Press with lack of restraint, which 
we must regret, for what is regarded in 
Italy as anti-Italian policy.”’ 

“I wish to make it clear beyond all 
doubt,” added Mr. Baldwin, “ that the 
policy which the Foreign Secretary is con- 
ducting in this matter is not his own 
personal policy, but the considered policy 
of the whole Government, and I would add 
that it is a policy which I am convinced 
is supported by an overwhelming majority 
of the British people. 

It was not an anti-Italian policy. Its 
motive was not the defeat or humiliation 
of Italy, but the support of the Covenant 
of the League. 

Mr. Baldwin denied rumours of his 
intention to retire, saying: ‘‘ When I 
retire it will be at my own time and at no 
one else's.” 


CRITICISM OF THE 
SPEECH 
FRENCH AND GERMAN 
OPINION 


Mr. Baldwin’s speech comes in for 
criticism both from France and Germany. 

Comment in the French Press is 
directed chiefly towards the Premier's re- 
ference to sanctions, while one = re- 
marks on the lack of balance in his re- 
ferences to Italy and to Germany. 

In Germany Mr. Baldwin's remark that 
Hitler could remove the shadow of fear 
from Europe is, naturally, the principal 
subject of comment. The view of the 
Wilhelmstrasse on this point, as ex- 
pressed to Reuter, is that Herr Hitler's 
statements and actions in the past have 
all been for peace. 


FRANCE AND SANCTIONS 
PARIS, Sunday. 


The Evrcelsior says that Mr. Baldwin’s 
speech at Worcester was received in 
Geneva with “a confused mixture of 
divers impressions.’’ Observers were 
struck by the condemnations of Mussolini. 
however justified, while nothing was said 
against Hitler. One could wish that there 
were a more equal balance between the 
Italian fractions in regard to East 
Africa and those of Germany in regard to 
Europe.

HITLER FOR PEACE 
BERLIN, Sunday. 


All of Hitler’s statements, actions and 
speeches in the past have been for peace. 
This assertion by an official of the 
Wilhelmstrasse may be taken to sum up 
the official attitude towards Mr. Baldwin's 
remark in his speech at Worcester on 
Saturday, that Hitler could lift the 
shadow of fear from Europe. 

Hitler’s speeches to the German people, 
the Foreign Office official told Reuter, 
were an education for peace. The fear of 
which Mr. Baldwin spoke, it was inti- 
mated to Reuter in authoritative circles 
here, should be the fear of the Communist 
danger. This danger Hitler had seen and 
had acted’accordingly. He was determined 
to save Europe from this menace, and this 
explained his attitude towards the Franco- 
Soviet pact. 

As regards French fears, it was stated 
here to Reuter that Hitler had proved 
sufficiently his permanent willingness to 
come to an understanding with France. 


ITALIAN INCREDULITY 
ROME, Sunday. 
Mr. Baldwin’s speech has had a bad 


reception in the Italian Press, although it 
is admitted that he has generally spoken 
common-sense in the past in his references 
to collective security and the Italo- 
Abyssinian dispute. 

His statement that the British policy 
has never been anti-Italian, but merely 
pro-League, is greeted with incredulity. 
His references to the limitations of the 
powers of the League and to collective 
security meet with agreement. 

But if the British Government knew 
that the League was inefficient and that 
collective security was an ideal which 
could only be realised in the future, says 
the Messagero, Mr. Baldwin has not ex- 
plained the reason which urged the 
British Government to press its interven- 
tion in the League question and in the 
Abyssimian question beyond the limits of 
reason and of prudence. 

That is the realiy weak point of the 
policy followed for nine months by the 
British Government, and neither Mr. 
Baldwin nor any other Minister has ever 
given a satisfactory explanation. 

Reports that Mexico, Chile and other 
Latin-American countries are contemplat- 
tng leaving Geneva are published by the 
Press,, and are taken as signs of dis’n- 
tegration in the League. 

It ha slong been felt that the League was 
not capable of covering such a wide field. 
Proof of this was given in Japan’s 
defiance of the League over Manchuria. 
The League, it is felt, did not attempt 
to impose sanctions on distant Japan, but 
was encouraged to bring pressure to bear 
on nearby Italy. : 

Many Italians think that the League 
needs remodelling and made a _ purely 


European affair, and some writers see a 
tendency in South American countries to 
form a purely American instituticn.

ARMS AND THE 
BUDGET

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—To-morrow Mr. Chamberlain will 
open the fifth Budget for which he has 
been responsible as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Few statesmen have had so 
long and continuous a period of responsi- 
bility for the national finances in such 
difficult times, and none has been entitled 
to look back with more legitimate satis- 
faction upon his work. 

It is, of course, expenditure upon the 
immediate and admitted needs of defence 
which must postpone hopes of a further 
reduction in taxation. The total for 
1935-36 has already been increased in the 
provisional estimates for 1936-37 by over 
£25,000,000. This sum may be very 
nearly doubled by supplementary esti- 
mates, the figure for the Air Force alone 
being an extra £10,000,000. Mr. Cham- 
berlam has already explained that 
the cost of defence, unless it can 
be controlled by international agreement, 
will continue to increase during the next 
three years. Whether these increases can 
be met .this year out of revenue depends 
upon what view Mr. Chamberlain feels 
able to take of the yield. In any case, 
having regard to the success of his policy, 
it is safe to assume that he will not 
lightly or prematurely resort to borrowing 
to cover the cost of re-armament. He is 
under no apparent necessity of contem- 
plating a recourse to borrowing in respect 
of the needs for the current year, except, 
ofycourse, temporarily, pending the collec- 
tion of revenue. But that type of short- 
term borrowing is a normal feature of 
the Budget year. 

Last year ordinary revenue exceeded ex- 
penditure with a margin of £15,500,000. 
The further substantial progress of 
recovery offers at least a possibility that 
the revenue will, with sundry adjustments, 
show a sufficient buoyancy in the coming 
year to preserve the Budget in 
equilibrium. . That the Chancellor may 
have to borrow to meet the statutory 
sinking funds is, of course, highly 
probable. But for the regrettable necessity 
for a very large expenditure on armaments 
the Chancellor would have been in the 
happy position of being able to provide 
either for a remission of taxation or for a 
more rapid redemption of debt, or possibly 
for both in some degree. It 1s one thing, 
however, to suspend a sinking fund 
and quite another to add to dead-weight 
debt, and there can be no dogmatic prefer- 
ence for the latter course until, or unless, 
it becomes expedient for reasons affecting 
national policy as a whole. 

It is a misfortune for Mr. Chamberlain 
as Chancellor of the Exchequer that his 
difficulties should increase as time passes, 
largely through causes over which the 
British Government have no exclusive con- 
trol. But only rabid political opponents 
will deny the achievement which enables 
the nation to meet these difficulties with so 
little prejudice to industry and to British 
credit.

SUCCESS OF TESTS OFF 
ARRAN 


The Queen Mary carried out secret trials 
early yesterday on the Firth of Clyde, 
opposite Kildonan Coastguard Station. 
Plans were altered at the last moment. 
She left Gourock on Saturday night, 
brilliantly lit, and was off the coast of 
Arran shortly before midnight. People 
were awakened, and they went on the fore- 
shore to have a last glimpse of the Queen 
Mary. It was thought that she was head- 
ing direct for Southampton, but she 
altered her course and made for Ireland. 
In the Channel she was seen to be carry- 
ing out turning tests, and she presented 
a brilliant spectacle in the moonlight. 

The Queen Mary came back again 
towards Kildonan, and then took a long 
sweep out to the port side of the Channel, 
where for over an hour she carried out 
tests—tests that were only possible in the 
Channel because of the depth of water 
required for manceuvres. Later she dis- 
appeared from sight, and since then her 
movements are not known, but it is pre- 
sumed that she carried out further tests 
near the coast of Ireland and that she 
went to Southampton. 

Her tests on Saturday were very satis- 
factory, according to official statements. 
Although Messrs. John Brown, the 
builders of the vessel, have not announced 
her speed, she was timed on the Admiralty

SCENES IN DUBLIN 
DURING WEEK-END

HERE is every prospect of a resump- 
tion in the Dublin coal trade to- 
morrow morning. id 

Proposals for a settlement of the strike, 
which commenced four weeks ago, will 
considered at meetings of Irish Coal Im- 
porters, Ltd, and. the trade unions to- 
day. 

The employers’ meeting will be held at 
12 noon. The representatives of the Irish 
Searnen’s and Port Workers’ Union and 
the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union will meet under the auspices of the 
Dublin Trades Union Council at 2.50 p.m. 

At á p.m. the union delegates, accom- 
panied by representatives of the Dublin 
Trades Union Council, will meet officials 
of the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, at 51 Dawson street, to hear the 
decision of the employers on the proposed 
terms of settlement. 


THE PROCEDURE 


If no amendments are put forward the 
terms will be submitted to a meeting of 
the workers concerned at 4 p.m. 

If the proposals are amended by Irish 
Coal Importers, Ltd., the workers’ meet- 
ing will be postponed, and negotiations 
between the parties will be resumed under 
the chairmanship of Mr. D. Sullivan, 
Department of Industry and Commerce. . 

When a final draft settlement has been 
compiled a meeting of the workers con- 
cerned will be held. 

The proposals which are to be submitted 
to the general body on each side were 
drawn up at a conference held on Friday 
and Saturday under the auspices of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, 

THE CONFERENCE 

Saturday’s conference lasted from 11 
a.m. until 7.30 p.m., with a short interval 
for lunch. 

During this interval it was stated by 
representatives of the workers that the 
atmosphere was considerably improved 
from the previous day, and that rapid pro- 
gress was being made. 

When the conference finally broke up 
the following agreed statement was 
issued :— 

“As a result of conferences held at the 
offices of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce on the 17th and 18th insts. 
draft heads of a tentative agreement have 
been approved, and these heads will be 
submitted to the unions concerned and to 
Irish Coal Importers, Ltd., on Monday, 
20th inst. It is hoped that they will be 
ratified by all parties.” 


“ FACTORS HARD HIT 


During the Saturday afternoon a large 
number of men collected in Dawson street, 
awaiting early news from the conference, 
The gathering consisted of strikers and 
coal factors. 

One of the latter told a Press represen- 
tative that many of the poorer factors 
were in a state of destitution, and would 
be forced to seek relief from the Dublin 
Board of Assistance if the strike continued 
for another week. 

Representatives of the strikers to whom 
the proposed terms of settlement have been 
revealed regard the prospects of a settle- 
ment as being good, provided the members 
of Irish Coal Importers, Ltd., agree to 
certain pointsin the document submitted, 
to which their three representatives at the 
conference on Saturday had no mandate 
to agree, 

Decisions on the period of the agree- 
ment and other points will be taken when 
the unions visit the offices of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce to- 
morrow. 


COAL SEIZED 


Picketing was intensified during the 
week-end. 

On Saturday afternoon several tons of 
coal were seized in a North city coal yard 
and shovelled out into the street by a 
number of men. It was quickly collected 
by persons in the neighbourhood. 

In another case a cart filled with coal 
was upset in the Charlemont street area 
because, it is alleged, it was brought into 
the city from an outlying port. 

A cyclist with a sack fastened across 
the handlebars of his bicycle was held up. 
by a number of men at midnight on 
Saturday. 

One of the men drew a knife and ripped 
open the sack, which was found to contain 
coal. The sattackers proceeded to scatter 


the contents of the sack over City quay, 


where the hold-up took place. 
COAL FACTOR’S YARD 
RAIDED 


A coal factor in Charlemont Mall was 
raided by a number of men, who alleged 
that he had obtained a supply of coal from 
Cavan. He agreed to return thé supply to 
the place of purchase, and they departed 
without interfering with the coal. 

Following a collision between a motor 
lorry and a horse and cart in Kevin street 
on Saturday, the vehicles were surrounded 
by a crowd of onlookers, and the lorry 
was found to contain. coal. 

When the drivers of the vehicles were 
seeking the assistance of a Civic Guard 
the crowd raided the lorry and removed 
the entire load. | 

At ó o'clock on Sunday morning a turf 
salesman presented himself in the 
Kimmage area and knocked up a number 


of householders. His supply was sold out 
in a short time.

It was only when a Government 
failed in this duty that a huge expenditure 
on social services became necessary, and 
even then such an expenditure should be 
regarded as an emergency measure. 


AGRICULTURE AND ITS 
DESTINY 

The Rev. J. M. Hayes, C.C., Tipperary, 
explaming the structure of the movement, 
said that there could not be peace in the 
rural community unless there was harmony 
among those who cultivated the soil. They 
appealed to the rural community of Ireland 
to build its own house. Too long had there 
been alien interests, and the profession of 
agriculture must now control its own destiny. 

Dr. J. McPollin, Medical Officer of Health, 
Limerick, dealt with the work of the organi- 
sation. He said that if the agricultural pro- 
fession ever hoped to remedy the present 
adverse conditions it must realise that the 
foundations of its actions must be based on 
truth.

Speaking of the small farm or holding, Dr. 
Lavelle said that he was reluctantly compelled 
to believe that the necessary amount of food 
was not being produced. The farms of the 
country were like idle factories, and it was 
depressing to pass through miles of country 
with “grass everywhere and not a bit to eat.” 
The production of food from the land should 
be intensified, and he could not hel feeling 
that the production of food should be in- 
tensified, and that there was great room for 
improvement in the methods of prodaction. 
There was, too, a national carelessness with 
regard to the handling of feod and its pro- 
tection, and it was his opinion that the more 
intensive production of food on the land would 
have economic advantages as well as pro 
ducing a more virile race.

Mrs. Briggs, dressed in a blue jumper 
and racing helmet and a pair of brown 
trousers, was the only woman driver in 
her race against ten men. The race was 
on handicap. and she was second to start, 
but none of the men could catch her. 
Mrs. Briggs covered the six miles at 93.32 
m.p.h. 

In the fourth race, Mr. Briggs, a young 
man with a beard, took the car on to the 
track against six other drivers. Mr. John 
Cobb (Sunbeam), the scratch man, had 
the car that once belonged to Sir Malcolm 
Campbell. Mr. Briggs was first to start, 
and none of the others caught him. He 
won at an average speed of 95.64 miles

MYSTERY TUNNEL 
FOUND IN DUBLIN 


——— 
NO ONE KNOWS TO WHERE 
IT LEADS 


A tunnel—large enongh to allow a man 
to crawl through it—has been found in the 
Free State Army's headquarters at Park- 
gate, Dublin. 

Where it goes to is a mystery to the 
military authorities, and so are the 
reasons for its construction. Nor do they 
know when the tunnel was cut. 

The discovery was made by workmen a 
few yards away from the main adiminis- 
trative block of the Army headquarters 
while they were excavating for the founda- 
tions of an extension to the building. One 
end of the tunnel appears to run in to the 
building, although nobody has yet found 
out where its entrance is, and in the 
other direction it appears to lead towards 
Kingsbridge. This fact tends to confirm 
a story, the origin of which nobody knows, 


that the building (once a hospital) which. 


now forms part of G.H.Q. was at one time 
connected by a subterranean passage under 
the River Liffey with Kilmainham. There 
are no records, however, of any part of 
the tunnel being discovered on the south 
side of the river either at Kilmainham 
Prison or the Royal Hospital (now the 
headouarters of the Civic Guards). 

Well constrncted in brick, which 
appears to have been thinly covered with 
some material like plaster, the tunnel, 
which is four feet high and three feet 
wide, was quite dry when fornd by the 
workmen. It is that Army 
enaineers will join the workmen in 
attempting to solve the mystery of the 
tunnel, while the British War Office may 
be able to throw some light on ite origin.

We want to 
use that position, not for the pu 
of vindicating anybody’s past or of blacken- 
ing anybedy’s record, but for the purpose of 
making Ireland a united nation, with an. 
effective. influence in the councils of the 
nations of the world to defend and promote 
ideals in which our people believe. As a 
first step towards that end we want to work 
for the reunion of Ireland, and that cannot 
be achieved effectively except by the consent 
of our fellow-countrymen in. Northern 
Ireland. We do not ask and do not want 
any other member of the Commonwealth to 
exercise any pressure in the domestic affairs 
of this country, but we believe that it would 
be useful, and possible, to secure a statement 
from our fellow-members of the Common- 
wealth that the greatest service which the 

ple of Northern Ireland could do to the 
ommonwealth as a whole would be to join 
with the Irish Free State in forming a united 
Ireland which could effectively co-operate 
with the other members of the Common- 
wealth in the future, and with such a declara- 
tion I believe that the people of Northern 
Ireland can be induced to link their destinies 
with ours, provided that we can secure 
stability and prospérity in our part of the 
country sufficient to assure the people of 
Northern Ireland that reunion will involve 
them in no material disadvantage.”

IN PACIFIC MOOD 


At the present time Great Britain is in a 
pacific mood, and had no desire to interfere 
with the independence of this country, but 
they had no guarantee that that mood would 
continue indefinitely; therefore, if their in- 
dependence was to be permanently secured, 
they .must consolidate themselves in a posi- 
tion which would make them independent 
whatever the mood of Great Britain might 

As a meniber of the Comnionwealth of 
Nations, their independence is underwritten 
and guaranteed by every other member of 
the Commonwealth, because the sovereignty 
and independence of Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa stand upon the 
same foundation as that on which Irish in- 
dependence was built, and any attempt by 
Great Britain or any other Power to brea 
that foundation and destroy [Irish in- 
dependence would be an attempt to destroy 
the foundations upon which the independence 
of Canada and the others stand. Therefore, 
for the first time in history they could secure 
as the guarantors of their independence not the 
enemies of Great Britain, who have repeatedly 
let them down, but the iriends of Great 
Britain, upon whose good-will Great Britain's 
greatness largely depends. By these means, 
and only by these means, could they secure 
the inviolability of Irish sovereignty and 
independence in the future; and it was be- 
cause they regarded it as vital that such 
safeguards should be obtained that they be- 
lieved ‘that independence and sovereignty 
within the Commonwealth of Nations was 
infinitely preferable to any form of Republi- 
can government that could be suggested. We 
have in -this country an increasing popula- 
tion, and Fine Gael believed that the con- 
tinned membership of the Commonwealth 
would ensure that that increasing popula- 
lion would continue to be an Fe on “gó 
blessing, hecause membership of the Com- 
monwealth gives the right peacefully © 
penetrate any territory of the Commonwealth 
and avail themselves of the opportanities to 
practice professions or get work of one kind 
or another. 


DICTATORSHIPS 


“Tt is also to be remembered that this 
Commonwealth to which we now belong is 
not and never will be a static constitutional 
organisation. It is essentially dynamic. It 
has changed materially in the last fifteen 
years, and I hope that it will continue to 
develop during the years to come. Dictator- 
ships are the order of the day in Germany, 
Italy, Russia and Japan. If democratic and 
individual (tberty are to survive in the world 
1 believe that the nations who stand for 
these principles must in the future driw 
closer together if they are to avoid individual 
destruction by the dictator-ridden States of 
Europe and the Far Kast. 

Was it unreasonable to ho that the 
Commonwealth of Nations would provide the 
platform upon which all democratic States 
eventually could come together in defence of 
their common ideals? They looked forward 
to a day when the influence of Ireland 
throughout the several nations of the 
Commonwealth and throughout the United 
States of America would be used to form an 
association designed ultimately to include 
every sovereign nation in the world which 
stood for democracy and individual liberty— 
an association which will present a united 
front to the -.-ces of barbarism represented 
by dictatorship, an association strong eneugh 
and sufficiently enduring to roll back the tide 
of barbarism and lead the world again along 
the road of collective security to permanent 
peace and liberty such as the Christian 
peoples of the world must work for if they | 
are to fulfil their duty as Christian com- 
munities. 


A FUTILE EXISTENCE 


-**As an independent republic on the 
Atlantic fringe of the European Continent we 
may be able to pursue a narrow futile 
existence of isolated self-sufficiency, but if 
that is the destiny of this country then the 
time will come when few people will care to 
boast of being Irish.

Soon it began 
to rain, and when they proceeded higher 
the rain turned to snow. When the party 
got into the Black Forest darkness added 
to their difficulties. 


WANDERED IN CIRCLES 


By this time the boys were exhausted. 

It was impossible to see more than a 
few yards in front. Also, the snow had 
obliterated all the paths, and the boys 
wandered round in circles for hours with- 
out realising that they were within a few 
miles of shelter and safety. 

At 10 o'clock peasants in the village of 
Hofsgrund heard faint cries and set out 
with sleighs. At 10 p.m. the police of 
Freiburg were advised of the rescue, but 
at that time there were still ten boys miss- 
ing. A rescue expedition was beina 
organised in Freiburg when the news came 
through that the ten missing boys had 
been found. But four of the party were 
so exhausted by their ordeal that al! 
efforts at Hofegrund to save their lives 
failed. Two other boys were in a desperate 
condition. and were rushed off to hospital 
at Fribourg, where one of them—Roy 
Witham—died of exhaustion on Saturday 
morning. 

Yesterday the twenty-two survivors 
learned for the first time of the disaster 
which had overtaken their five comrades. 
Mr. Keast, the boys’ ieader, after con- 
suitation with the doctors of the Uni- 
versity Hospital; carefully and gently in- 
formed the boys of the fate of the rest of 
the party. The boys and their teacher 
then: held a simple Memorial Service 
among themselves at the hospital. ? 


HITLER YOUTH GUARD 


In the afternoon the local organisation 
of the Hitler Youth movément held a 
parade, and placed wreaths on the coffins 
in the mortuary at the cemetery. Mr 
Keast was present at this ceremony. Ail 
through. yesterday and last night the 
Hitler boys stood guard over their British 
comrades. It was an ordeal for the young 
Germans, who dre about 18 years of age, 
and their faces were pale and drawn. 

“Sometimes the snow came up to our 
ch We could not see more than two 
or three yards ahead of us, and all the 
time the fearful hurricane was howling 
over our heads,” said one of the London 
boys, in describing their experiences to 
Reuter. ‘‘ At one time we thought we 
were never going to reach salety. When 
some of the amaller boys became. weak, 
and collapsed, Mr. Keast and one or two 
of the bigger boys steod by and guarded 
them, while we worked our way step by 
stop through the deep snow towards the 
direction of the village.”’ i 

Members of the rescue party said that 
no such storm had been seen in the dis- 
trict for forty years. One of the men 
said that trees were snapped off like 
matches, and it was a pitch-dark night.

The book was “ The Elements 
of Logic’; the pen quickly scribbled: “Best 
wishes—Ramon Novarro,’’ and then for 
several minutes we got no word from him as 


he conned the pages. 
THE ROAD TO HOLLYWOOD 


Suddenly he seemed to realise that he was 
being interviewed and the thirty-seven years 
old Mexican—a true type, with thick, black 
hair, and brown eyes—told us how he left 
Mexico in 1916, during the revolution, and 
started on the road which was to lead’ him 
to stardom in Hollywood. 

His mother had wanted him to be a pianist 
—in fact he did teach the piano at one time— 
and the other members of his family (there 
were fourteen children in the Samaniegos 
family) thought he should be a dentist. 
Actually he beca:ne a floor washer, then singer 
and dancer in cafés, manager of a touring 
company, and so ip the scale. But Ramon 
Novarro’s first arrival in Holly wood was not 


very spectacular. 

“I began bv playing =:-nall parts—so small 
that you could not see them, and then an 
Irishman—-Rex Ingram—‘ discovered’ we. At 
the time I was playing im the Hollywood 
Community Theatre for a salary of—just 
nothing. It was a pantomime, ‘The Royal 
Fandango.’ ”’ 


THE COMING OF THE 
“TALKIES ” 


Even then Ingram did not seem very 
enthusiastic about the youthful actor. He 
was looking for a leading man m the 
‘* Prisoner of Zenda’’—that was back in the 
days of silent films, of course—but, finally 
Ramon Novarro got the job on the under- 
standing that he grew a moutstache for his 
part. Things went better after that: “‘Scara- 
mouche”"’ and ‘Black Orchids’ followed, 
and then came the “talkies.” “The Simger 
of Seville,” “‘Son of India” and “Mata 
Hari” (with Greta Garbo) are some of the 
best-remembered of these. 

The stock question: “Which part did you 
like best?” was fired at him by one inter- 
viewer. Back came the answer: “I am not 
very satisfied with anything I have done so 
far. I have liked certain scenes, but there 
you are. sa \ 

THE COLOUR PROCESS 
“Colour films are coming, he told us, 
“and then there will be some big changes. 
i am told that some of the stars of the 
present day look terrible under the colour 
process,” 

He has produced a film himself, in Spanish. 
It is called *‘ Against the Current,” but will 
only be released in Spanish countries. He 
does not know when or where he will make 
his next film since he is still considering 
offers.
